SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. %.—Forty- 
three survivors and 15 dead from tho 
wrecked coasting steamer Hanalei, 
which went ashore yesterday on Dux- 
bury Reef, nine miles outside of Golden 
Gate, had been accounted for at 10 a. m. 
today. ‘ 

Of these, 30 were towed ashore by life 
lines. or struggled through the smother 
of surf by their own strength, and 13 
were carried aboard the revenue cutter 
McCulloch. The 15 dead also were on 
the McCulloch. 

As the vessel had 62 persons 0 
all told, the list of dead and living left 
but four unaccounted for. 

These figures did not include, how- 
ever, five men of the Fort Point Life 
Saving Crew, San )rrancisco, who were 
swamped last night. Two of these were 
known to have come safely ashore, but 
the remaining three were variously re- 
ported as aboard the McCulloch and 
among those cast adrift when the Hana- 
lei broke up. They could not be count- 
ed with any certainty among either the 
dead or the living. 

Breaks Into Splinters. 

The Hanalei broke into splinters early 
today after pounding on the reef nearly 
24 hours. Some of the fragments washed 
far enough inshore to enable those 
clinging to them to make a fight for 
their lives. The ordinary apparatus of 
life saving was powerless against dis- 
tance, fog and a breaking sea. Among 
those washed ashore unaided were Mra. 
Ethel Ferguson and her son Harold, 8 
years old, of Windsor, Cal. 

Oil from the fuel tanks of the smashed 
ship coated the sea and made slimy the 
rocks of the beach, adding to the diffi- 
culties of the rescuers. 

Five persons who swam ashore 
were Earl Carlson, James O' Don- 
nell and David Menille, passengers, and 
Jens Steen and Fred Sievers, sailors. 
Among the rescued wes Capt. J. J. 
Carey ot the Hanalei.”

LONDON, Nov. 24.—The Secretary of 
the Admiralty“ announces the German 
submarine boat U18, which was reported 
off the north coast of Scotland yester- 
day morning, was rammed by a British 
patrolling vessel and foundered.

French Army Bulletin Declares 
German Plan to Reach

PARIS, Nov. 2%.—The Bulletin Des- 
patch Armees publishes a summary of 
the military operations of the last six 
weeks. This article says: 

‘With the fresh successes of the al- 


ies in the battle of Flanders, the mo- 


ment has come to recite the accom- 
plishments of the last six weeks. These 
may be summed up as follows: 

“The formidable effort undertaken by 
the Gefmans during this time, first to 
turn our left wing and secong to pene- 
trate it, has resulted in failure.

HE first Balkan alliance was the 
creation of Russian diplomacy. 
It was the answer of Petrograd 


to the great stroke of Viennk in an- 
nexing Bosnia-Herzegovina and join- 
ing to this program the Bulgarian 
declaration of independence. 


France, England and Russia pro- 


ern ee threatened to exercise 
upon the sympathies and loyalties 
of her Slavs the same influence that 
Sardinian growth had exerted on 
Austria’s Italian subjects more then 
half a century before. 

It was necessary, then, for Austria 
to destroy the Baixan confederacy. 
She did it by flatly refusing to per- 


mit Servia to hold Durazzo and Mon- 


tenegro to take Scutari. Europe had 
then to choose between a geétieral 


tested against the Bosnian annexa- 
tion; but Germany not merely sup- 
ported it diplomatically, but with 
great brusqueness declared that she 
was prepared to sustain her Austrian 
ally by arms if necessary. As Rus- 
gia, then but recently done with her 
Manchurian war, was wholly un- 
ready for such a struggle, the Aus- 
trian purpose prevailed. 

This victory for Austria was, how- 
ever, fatal for the peace of Burope. 
Its first consequence was the Turko- 
Italian war, for Italy had insisted 
on, and had received from Austria 
and Germany, permission to take 
Tripoli, as a counterweight to Aus- 
trian acquisitions in Bosnia. This 
war demonstrated to the world the 
weakness of the Ottoman Empire, 
and supplied an invitation to Servia, 
Bulgaria and Greece to attack the 
defeated Sultan. x 

Barrier for Austria, 


Meantime, Russia had submitted to 
the Bosnian rebuff merely because 
she was unprepared for war. On 
the morning of that humiliation her 
Minjsters in Sofia, in Belgrade, in 
Athens, took up the difficult task 
of building a Balkan confederacy 
which should, in ract, be a final 
barrier to Austrian ambition to ad- 
vance from the Danube to the 
Ejgean, from Semlin to Salonica. 

The difficulties of such an under- 
taking were plain. Between Greete 

Bulgaria, with their rivalries 
cent@ing at Salonica, there was no 
possibility of preliminary agreement. 
Servia and Bulgaria, too, were fivals 
for possession of Monastir, in the 
heart of Macedonia, between the 
Rhodopians and the Drind, which in 
the long past had been Servian under 
Dushan and Bulgarian under Simon, 
and in recent times has become a no- 
man’s land of the Comitadpis “band- 
its. se 

Yet it was plain that, despite all 
claims, Bulgarian language and sym- 
pathies had steadily extended their 
influence, and Russian diplomats 


were able to quiet Servian appetite 


in «Macedonia by holding out the 
promise of a window on the sea’ at 
Durasso for the Servians, and &cu- 
tari for the Montenegrins, In addi- 
tion Servia was to have the Sandjak 
of Novi Basar, recently exacuated by 
Austria, in obedience to Italian in- 
istence, and also Uskub, in the Slav 


war, to sustain Servia, and the sac- 
rifice of Servian hopes. Naturally 
it chose to sacrifice Servia. 


Quarrel Among Allies. 

But Servia, not Bulgaria, had taken 
Macedonia. Greece, and not Bulga- 
ria, had taken Salonica. According- 
ly Servia and Greece agreed to sup- 
port each other. Servia declined to 

‘keep her bargain with Bulgaria, 
pointing out that Europe had taken 
her share of the profit, and hold- 
ing that in return for her labors, she 
was entitled to keep Monastir. 

Desperate efforts on the part of the 
Czar to bring about a compromise 
between Servia and Bulgaria were 
thwarted by the Austrians, who sup- 
ported the Bulgar, and under Aus- 
trian advice the Bulgarians suddenly 
attacked both the Greeks and Serbs 
in Macedonia. But to the utter 
amasement of Austria, of Europe, 
they were promptly and decisively 
beaten and sent back over the moun- 

tains. 
Bulgarian Dream Fades. : 


If Bulgaria were to defeat Servia 
and Greece, she would acquire Mace- 
donia, Sailonica, retain Thrace al- 
most to the gates of Constantinople, 
would in fact become the dominant 
state in the Balkans, the Prussia of 
a new confederacy, so Sofia already 
announced. Such being the prospect, 
Rumania suddenly joined Bulgaria's 
enemies, her armies crossed the 
Danube, and the Bulgarian dream 
was gone to ashes and ruin in a mo- 
ment. As for Austria, she could not 
now help Bulgaria without making 
war upon Rumania, whoge Hohen- 
gollern sovereign claimed German 
protection and received it. 

Thus Servia and Greece divided 
Macedonia. Rumania took Bulgar 
lands between the Danube and the 
Black Sea, and after terrific labors 
Bulgaria sank back in sullen anger, 
exhausted, but conquered only for 
the moment. Servia, grown great by 
vietory, sure now of Russian favor, 
marched forward openly on the road 
which led to Bosnia, toeDalmatia, to 
a southern Slav risorgimento (re- 
vival) following an Austrian defeat, 

Such wad the situation when the 
treat war broke out. Now, when 
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Allied diplomacy, on the other 
hand, is endeavoring to restore the 
old Balkan confederacy. To achieve 
this, Servia has been urged to add 
Kotchana, Istip, Radovista, the sec- 
tion of Macedonia east of the Var- 
dar, to Buigaria. The allies are ready 
to guarantee that Bulgaria shall 
have Thrace, including Adrianople, 
again. Noel Buxton, M. P., the most 
noted Bulgarophile in England, has 
been sent to Sofia to speak for En- 
gland. Butu so far. no further prog- 
ress has been made than is indicated 
by the continued neutrality of Bul- 
garia. 

Servia, in return for her sacrifice 
to Bulgaria, is to have Bosnia, Her- 
zegovina and a corner of Dalmatia. 
But this last detail! brings in a new 
question. Italy looks with little favor 
upon Slav appearance upon the Ad- 
riatic. Thus Petrograd and Rome 
have for weeks been endeavoring to 
fix upon a “minimum” of Adriatic 
shore. Dispatches indicate that the 
coast from Gravosa, the terminus of 
the main Bosnian railway near Rag- 
usa, to the Drina, is to be the Slav 
window, with Italy consenting. 

There remains Greece. As Aus- 
tria, after the second Balkan War, 
forbade Scutari and Durazzo to the 
Slav, Italv ordered the Greek back 
from the Corfu Canal and the Hin- 
terland, which is the northern sec- 
tion of Epirus, largely Greek by lan- 
guage and Christian by religion. 
Now the Greek has reoccupied 
Northern Epirus, and Italy, having 
Aviona and the approval of the al- 
lies for her Albanian ambitions, has 
interposed no objection. 

These circumstances give value to 
the dispatches of this morning that 
the Balkan confederacy is about to 
be reconstituted, that Bulgaria, Ser- 
via, Greece and Rumania, with Ital- 
lan approval, have completed a new 
distribution of territories south of 
the Danube. If this proves true, the 
effect upon the general situation will 
be great, for such a confederacy 
would have“ everything to gain by 
the defeat of Austria and Turkey. 
It might also be the prelude to 
the appearance of Rumania and 
Italy, as well as the Balkan con- 
federacy, on the side of the allies. 
for Italy still desires: Trieste, the 
Trentino, Dalmatia, and Rumania 
desires Bukowina and Transylvania, 
and these are to be had only when 
Austria is defeated.

1 Depositions of Financier’s For- 
mer Associates Taken to Show 
His Mental Capacity.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—Depositions in 
the suit of the blood relatives of the 


late James Campbell to break his will 
were taken before Notary J. J. Tierney 
in the offices of Sullivan & Cromwell, 
49 Wall street, on an order issued by 
Circuit Judge Rasdieur of St. Louis to- 
san The contestants were represented 
y L. Frank Ottofy, Mrs. Campbell by 
eer Jourdan, St. Louis University 
by E. V. P. Schneiderhahn, and the 
Mercantiie Trust Co. by Richard L. 
Goode. 
Campbell willed a life interest in his 


estate, which was valued at something 
over $10,000,000, to his widow and his 
daughter, Lois, now Mrs. Elzey G. 
Burkham, the estate eventually to go to 
the medical school of St. Louis Univer- 
sity. 

‘three Witnesses Heard. 

Three witnesses testified at the morn- 
ing session of the hearing here today. 
They were John F. Harris of Harris, 
Winthrop & Co., brokers; Edmund C. 
Canverse, bank president and former 
Steel Trust director, and Henry H. 
Pierce of Sullivan & Cromwell. 

The questions all were aimed to es- 
tablish Campbell’s mental capacity at 
the time his will was made and up to 
the time of his death. 

Mgr. Lavelle is expected to bring to 
the hearing and attest a copy of Lois 
Campbell's baptismal certificate. 

Ottofy opened the hearing by an in- 
spection of the Notary’s commission, 
whereupon, as soon as the first wit- 
ness, John F. Harris, was sworn, Ottofy 
filed a formal objection to the hearing 
on the grounds the commission was in- 
sufficient and the laws ofthe State of 
New York forbade the taking of testi- 
mony in a case not yet at issue. 

Ottofy Makes Many Objections. 

Jourdan began the examinatian of the 
witness, who explained he was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Harris, Winthrop & 
Co. Harris told a close personal an‘ 

usiness acquaintanceship with Camp- 
bell during 1913. He was a freely re- 
sponsive witness and brought for a 
continuous line of objections from Ot- 
tofy, who wanted nearly every answer 
stricken. out as unresponsive and as 
being mere expressions of opinion. 

His testimony was to the effect that 
he had high regard for Campbell’s 
mental and physical condition. He Sal- 
he based his opinion on the deference 
paid to Campbell at board meetings by 
other business associates. 

Ottofy attempted to make Harris ad- 
mit that his observation of Campbell 
had been merely casual, such as would 
prevail between men who meet occa- 
sionally at board. meetings. 

Harris testified that at some indefi- 
nite period within two years of the date 
of Campbell's death he had discussed 
with Campbell the disposition of the 
Campbell estate and that he had sug- 
gested that it be left for some hospital 
purpose and that Campbell had as- 
sented. 


Spoke Affectionately of Daughter. 


Ottofy asked whether Campbell had 
ever intimated he thought his daughter 
should be penalized for her mother’s 
fault. Judge Goode objected and Har- 
ris testified Campbell never had spoken 
of his daughter éxcept in terms of af- 
fection. Ottofy did not make plain the 
purport of his question. 

Edmund C. Converse, a neighbor of 
Campbell in Greenwich, Conn., said, he 
had acted three or four times on Camp- 
bell’s advise in business matters and al- 
Ways with profit. He said that he re- 
garded Campbell as of exceptional men- 
tal capacity. 

The cross-examination brought out 
that Converse had bought American 
Light and Traction stock on Campbell’s 
advice last fall and was content with 
the advance. 


Tells of Deals With Campbell. 


Henry H. Pierce of New York City, 
a lawyer and a member of the firm of 
Sullivan & Cromwell, was examined by 
Judge Goode. He knew Campbell from 
1809 until his death. During the last 
four years he saw Campbell almost daily 
while he was in New York, which was 
about half his time, and had visited him 
in St. Lows and stopped at his home. 
His firm, Pierce said, represented the 
North American and its subsidiary com- 
panies and thet he was a member of 
the North American board and he had 
almost daily business conferénces with 
Campbell. 

He said that he regarded Campbeli’s 
physical condition as robust and that 
he thought he was one of the soundest- 
minded men with whom he had ever 
come in contact. This condition, he 
said, prevailed in November and De- 
cember, 1918, and to his knowledge con- 
tinued up till May, 1914. 

Never Talked of Religion. 

In the afternoon Caleb W. Hammill, 
a banker, testified. He knew Campbell 
13 years, he said, and had frequent oc- 
casions to discuss business matters with 


him up to 1914.

Regarding the preposi- 
tion to have his Cabinet attend sessions 
of Congress to define the administra- 
tion’s attitude toward legislation in 
which the executive department is more 
than ordinarily interested, there may or 
may not be reference in the message. 
Bills conferring sucn right on Cabjnet 
members have been introduced in Con- 
gress from time to time in the last 20 
years. On three occasions bills amend- 
ing the House rules to accomplish the 
projet have been favorably reported by 
the Senate. The House itself has not 
taken so kindly to the proposed change 
The right of the President to take 
part in the executive proceedings of the 
Senate is clearly established by rule 
XXXVI of the standing rules of the 
Senate, which reads: 
J. When the President of the United 
States shall meet the Senate in the Sen- 
ate chamber for the consideration of 
executive business, he shall have a seat 
at the right of the presiding’ officer. 
When the Senate shall be convened by 
the President of the United States to 
any other place, the presiding officer of 
the Senate and the Senators shall at- 
tend at the place appointed, with the 
necessary officers of the Senate.“ 
There is no question but that the right 
of the President to sit with the Senato 
during secret proceedings carries with 
it the privilege of verbally presenting 
his reasons in support_of a treaty pro- 
posed by the executive department or 
of his nominations to public offices. It 
is not probable that the President would 
care to do so except in extreme cases. 
It is pointed out, for instance, that he 
might desire to make known to the 
Senators direèt his reasons for recom- 
mending the _ ratification lof . treaties 
which he would not convey in a public 
moemorandum or make nana through a 
spokesman, now the custom. 

Objections te Change Likely. 
A case in point was provided last 
April, when the Senate hung up the 
nofnination of Winthrop Moore Daniels 
of New Jersey to the Interstate Com- 
merce. Commission. The President's 
friends in the Senate made reasonably 
clear the President's confidence in Dan- 
The nomination was confirmed 
after three weeks’ opposition. The ad- 
ministration believes that Daniels wouid 
have been confirmed sooner had the 
President made known his reason for 
desiring it. 
If the President desires to recommend 
seats in the House for the members of 
his Cabinet there probably will go out 
from that body a complaint, accom- 
panied by charges that a Democratic 
form of Government is aspiring to royal 
institutions. 
The British Parliament not only pro- 
vides seats for the Ministers, but per- 
mits them the fullest latitude in pre- 
senting their reasons or those of the 
Government in support of or opposition 
to legislation. 
The House of Commons finds this 
method of invaluable service in 
reaching’ an understanding on Gov- 
. projects. The Ministers 
hold themselves in readiness to an- 


swer any questions. members may de- 


sire to ask. Some of the most in- 
structive and entertaining debates 
that enliven Parliament develop 
from members quizzing the various 
heads of his Majesty's Government. 
The result is that the House obtains 
full information on the subject under 
consideration. — é

There will be a favorable 
and unfavorable report, with a major- 
ity signing the favorable one which 
Chairman Scully will prepare. The 
passage of the bill in the House is con- 
fidently expected by its supporters, with 
about a half dozen votes against it. 

z Boosts Kansas City. 
Delegate James F. Ford of the Eighth 
Ward, a member of the committee that 
visited Kansas City, was enthusiastic 
over the accomplishment of Kansas 
City. 

“That city has built boulevards 2 
years in advance of its needs,“ sail 
Ford, “and it seems to be a fine thing 
for the town. It took us five hours to 
inspect their parkways and boulevards 
in automobiles, and we rode for miles 
along beautiful boulevards where no 
houses had been constructed. They 
have boulevards in places where we 
have not even built roads. 

Ford will sign a favorable report on 
the pending bill. He said the Commit- 
tee members did not reveal, in their 
discussions, just how they expected to 
vote, but all agreed that the bill should 
be reported tonight. No opposition to 
the measure has been manifested in the 
Council. 


Mayor Kiel has invited Democratic

“For the payment of all such damages 
the commissioners shall assess against 
all the lots and parcels of property or 
interests therein especially benefited by 
the proposed public work or improve- 
ment, separately, and in the name of the 
several owners thereof, the amount that 
each such lot or parcel of property or 
interest therein so assessed shall ba 
especially benefited by the proposed 
pubife work or improvement.“
